provision for easy terms of paym ent 
These paym ents could be so arranged 
as to extend over a period of fifty or 
even seventy 
years, 
so that 
there 
would lie little question that the pur­ 
chaser or his family would eventually 
own the land. 
“As it is. many hesitate to leave 
their urban homes because farming 
is a great deal of a risk. 
They would 
be compelled to place heavy mort­ 
gages on their land, payable in a few 
years. 
Under this plan a series of 
unfortunate seasons would be fatal to 
the farmer, who would be unable to 
meet the demands of the incumbrance 
on his land und would thereby forfeit 
his holdings, together with the money 
he had expended in getting started. 


Calls It Mistaken Plea. 
“The plea to the man of the city to 
emigrate to the frontier to hew out a 
home for himself where land is cheap 
is mistaken. 
Pioneer life necessarily I 
entails many hardships, which the city 
I dweller aud his wife cannot endure 
I because they are not Inured to them 
I To a man who has been reared on i1 
j farm it is difficult enough to transform 
I a stubborn prairie or a heavily wood- 
| oil land into tillable land, but for the 
| inexperienced farmer, recruited from 
the congested cities, it is almost im­ 
possible. 
After a few yeurs he will 
; get discouraged and return to his old 
! home and work. 
“Here is the difficulty, however.

I embark on a farming venture in a dis- 
j triet which is already cultivated aud 
: settled to some extent requires a big 
outlay of capital, whereas in pioneer 
regions land can be obtained either 
I free or for a nominal sum.

There were a large number 
of employes at work in the Cincin­ 
nati stock exchange and the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad offices.

the offices contained valuable records, 
which weie consumed completely bv 
the conflagration. 
Only the bare skeletons of the walls 
of what was pronounced to be Cin­ 
cinnati’s most magnificent building re­ 
main. 
The building was valued at 
$1,000,000 and the fixtures in the var­ 
ious office?? were valued at $50,000. 
Fully 5,000 persons were 
crowded 
directly outside the fire lines when 
the roof fell in. 
Smoke and flying 
sparks completely filled the streets 
for two squares and a panic followed 
as men and women fought to escape. 
When the smoke lifted it was found 
that many had sustained bruises and 
cuts. 
No one was seriously injured. ' 
Nearby office buildings were turned 
Into hospitals and shelter places. 
William R. Melish, grand m aster of 
the grand encampment, Knights Tem- j 
plars, w-as among those who were serb j 
ously injured by wreckage from the 
falling roof. 
Mr. Melish was struck 
on tho head by a brick and sustained 
a severe scalp wound. 
While serious­ 
ly hurt, his condition is not regarded 
as critical.

He was born 
in Perry county, O., on Sept. 20, ISH. 
His father was a farm er and moved 
while he was still a boy to Missouri. 
He was graduated from the university 
of that state In 1800 and took up tile 
study of law. 
Ju st as lie was adm itted to the bar 
the civil war started, and Mr. Elkins 
showed his Individuality by breaking 
away from Ills family and all his borne 
ties to enlist In the Union army. 
His 
father and brother fought for tin? Con­ 
federates, but he joined the Missouri 
militia and served long enough to gain 
the rank of captain. 
Soon after he joined he met with an 
adventure which nearly cost him his 
life. 
With his brother he had left the 
Union lines to visit a woman friend of 
the family, and na he was returning 
he ran into a picket of Quantrill’s 
guerrillas. 
They were noted for their 
brutality anil were known to shoot all 
their prisoners. 


Saved by Cole Younger. 


Mr. Elkins was taken to the guer­ 
rilla camp and there fortunately rec­ 
ognized Cole Younger, an old friend 
and pupil of Ids.

Haprison and in 1891 was Invited by 
that president to join his cabinet as 
secretary of the war department.

Inventor of the term "post exchanges.” 
Ile said that he objected to “canteen,” 
the word In use in the British army, 
as savoring too much of drinking, and 
the word “exchange” seemed to him 
to be the exact title for the soldiers’ 
club at an army post 
Already offered the complimentary 
nomination of Hie Republicans of West 
Virginia to the senate In 1891, Mr. El­ 
kins was elected in 1895 and served 
continuously to his death. 
Ile had of 
late been IdeutlHed with such men as 
Aldrich, but It was tile force of cir­ 
cumstances 
rather 
than 
inclination 
which led him to take so strong a 
stand. 
Curiously enough, while he represent­ 
ed West Virginia in the senate in the 
Republican Interest, his fafhcr-in-la w, 
ex-Senator Davis, was nominated as 
vice president on the Parker ticket.
